APS MODIFY 
CHINA DEMAND. 


MANCHURIA AND MONGOLIA TO 
BE SEPARATE PROPOSALS, 


Conferences Still Proceeding and 
Requests from Tokio will be 
Drafted into Form of a Treaty Be- 
tween Tokio and Peking—Mining 
Concessions Still Unsettled. 


(BY PACIFIC CABLE.] 

PEKING, March 12.—Japan has 
definitely modified her attitude toward 
China in the matter of insisting upon 
compliance with the demands she 
made upon the Chinese republic short- 
ly after the occupation by Japan gf the 
German concession of how. 
These demands for some two months 
have been the subject of negotiations 
at Peking. 


Having already agreed to the Chi- 
nese counter proposals to discuss Man- 
churia and Mongolia separately, the 
Japanese representatives here now 
verbally informed China that they will 
forego completely several of their de- 
mands. Furthermore, Japan is pre- 
pared to modify the proposed clauses 
concerning their Hanang, Tayeh and 
Ping-Siang mining concessions and re- 
vise requirement concerning Japanese 
residents and traders in Manchuria 
and Mongolia. 

The conferences are still proceed- 
ing. The demands as now presented 
have been drafted in the form of a 
treaty, or agreement, between China 
and Japan. 


The demand of Japan mentioned’ 
specifically in the foregoing dispatch 
concerns mining concessions. It pro- 
vided that mining concessions conflict- 
ing with existing concessions at Ha- 
nang, Tayeh and Ping-Siang should 
not be granted to other forcigners if a 
Chino-Japan company hereafter to 
be formed should disapprove. Japan 
originally presented to China twenty- 
one demands. Shortly afterward Japan 
handed to the legations of the great 
powers at Tokio a memorandum con-

visitor at the hospital this afternoon. 
She was perfectly frank about the 
transference of her affections from 
Kanno to Ishigaki. 
I suppose,” said Miss Boyle, that. 
from the viewpoint of my relatives, I 
am hopelessly mad. They happen to 
have a conventional viewpoint, how- 
ever; that is all. If they had only let 
us alone, Kanno Ishigaki and I 
would have got the whole thing 
Straightened out.

Miss Boyle was born in San Fran- 
cisco. She graduated from the Hop- 
kins Art Institute.

i. (BY A. P. NIGHT WIRE.) 
EW YORK, March 12.—After 
some four hours deliberations to- 
night the jury in the case of Harry 
Kendall Thaw and four defendants, 
on trial charged with conspiracy, had 
failed to reach an agreement and was 
locked up. 

Until 11:20 p.m., when the jury was 
officially put to bed and a recess of 
court until 10 am. tomorrow was 
taken, the presiding justice and coun- 
sel for opposing sides remained in the 
court building. Thaw himself sat in 
the Sheriff's office, directly above the 
courtroom. 

The jury’s deliberations, starting at 
5:30 o’clock, were interrupted for 
dinner ftom which the jurymen re- 
turned about 9 o’clock. After that 
they asked for instructions, which 
were given after Thaw had been 
brought into court in protection of 
his constitutional right. 

The jurors, it appeared from ques- 
tions asked by the foreman, were di- 
vided as to Thaw’'s legal status at the 
time of his escape from Matteawan 
Hospital for the insane, and as to what 
effect on a verdict his belief that he 
had the ht to flee should have. 

In his to the jury Justice 
Page said it wasn't necessary for the 


alleged conspiracy had come together 
in order to prove a conspiracy. 

“If they act in concert,” he . 
serted, “that is sufficient to establish 
participation. Previous acquaintance 
is unnecessary. If. you find that the 
actions of the co-defendants here were 
so timed that they acted in concert 
with the defendant, Thaw, then there 
is a conspiracy’ and their acts can be 
considered as designed to obstruct jus- 
tice and the proper administration of 


Justice Page said the question of 
sanity was an issue only in so far as 
Thaw might “have been shown to 
have the capacity to do the acts 
charged against him.” 

Two attendants from the Matteawan 
Hospital were in court this afternoon. 
It was said that no matter what the 
verdict of the jury, Thaw would be 
rushed to Matteawan in an automobile 
by these two attendants immediately 
after some decision had been reached 
or a disagreement reported. 

Thaw's attorneys stated, however, 
that a writ of habeas corpus was 
awaiting the signature of a Supreme 
Court justice. They said they planned 
to have the writ signed immediately

The writ, it was said, would serve 
to keep Thaw within the jurisdiction 
of the courts of this county. If Thaw.

ACTION IN CONCERT. 


“If they act in concert,” said Jus- 
tice Page, “that is sufficient to estab- 
lish their participation. Previous ac- 
quaintance is unnecessary. If you find 
that the actions of the co-defendants 
here were so timed that they acted in 
concert with the defendant, Thaw, 
then there was conspiracy and their 
acts can be considered as designed to 
obstruct justice and the proper ad- 
ministration of the law. 

“Under the commitment originally 
signed by Justice Dowling, Thaw could 
have been taken to Matteawan had he 
been apprehended anywhere within 
the boundaries of the State. The par- 
ticipants in a conspiracy should be 
considered guilty if they aided the de- 
fendant Thaw out of the State in an 
illegal manner. It was true that there 
was nothing in the evidence to show 
that the defendant Thompson played 
any part-in a conspiracy up to the 
time they stopped on the road to Con- 
necticut. However, Thompson can be 
considered a member of a conspiracy 
if he entered it at any time prior to 
the crossing of the State line. 

“You, gentlemen, may bring in a 
general verdict for or against others. 
The question of sanity is an issue in 
this case only in so far as Thaw may 
have been shown to have the capacity 
to intend to do the acts charged 
against him. The defense concedes 


capacity.” 
EXCEPTIONS. 
John B. Stanchfield objected and 
took exception to that part of the 
charge in which Justice Page said 
that sanity was not an issue. Justice 
Page then delivered several charges 
requested by counsel for both sides, 
The jury retired at 5:29 o'clock and 
remained in deliberation for an hour

Her whole life was wrapped up in her 
husband and children. She avoided all 
social functions and joined no clubs. 


HAD FIVE CHILDREN. 


When Mr. Rockefeller's wealth was 
mentioned in seven figures they left 
their first home for a residence re- 
markable for its unpretentiousness on 
Euclid avenue, Cleveland's “mile of 
millions.” Here Mrs. Rockefeller 
reared her four children; a fifth died 
in infancy. 

The training given the Rockefeller 
children by their mother is declared 
to have been almost Spartan. Although 
the Rockefeller wealth increased in 
leaps and bounds, there was only one 
carriage and a horse, cared for by a 
man, who acted as both coachman and 
hostier. These were used mostly Sun- 
days on the trip to church. Mrs. Rocke- 
feller employed two maids, but still in- 
sisted on doing much of the work her- 
self. She also supervised every detail 
of the care and training of her chil- 
dren, particularly seeking to instill 
in their minds the lesson of thrift. 
It is related that on one occasion she 
averaged up the gas bills for a year 
and promised as spending money to 
her eldest daughter any sum she might 
save each month by watching that no 
lights were left burning needlessly. 

A relative told of her suffering un- 
der a particularly bitter newspaper at- 
tack in Cleveland against her husband. 
At her instance, the guards around the 
Forest Hill. estate were doubled. Al- 
though Mr. Rockefeller receives scores 
of letters threatening his life, and per- 
sonal friends and relatives pleaded 
with him not to expose himself, he in- 
sisted on making his usual Sunday trip 
by automobile to the Euclid-avenue 
Baptist Church. 

When Mrs. Rockefeller heard of his 
determination she insisted on accom- 
panying him, although poor health had 
kept her confined to the house for 
some time. 


LOYAL TO HUSBAND. 


“If anything happens to you,” she 
is quoted as saying, ‘I want it to hap- 
pent to me, too.“ 

Of her children, three are living. She 
was the mother of four daughters and 
one son, the last named, John D. 
Rockefeller, Jr. being the youngest. 
Her eldest daughter, Bessie, who mar- 
ried Prof. Charies A. Strong, died in 
France in 1906 at the age of 40. The 
second daughter, Alice, died in in- 


fancy.

their investigation of the case of Bo- 
denheim, arrested in St. Louis yes- 
terday, charged with having unlaw- 
fully transported explosives. The 
agents said the trunk contained 
enough high explosive to wreck a 
train or a railway station. 

Bodenheim is said to be a 
manufacturing chemist of New York. 
One explanation of the supposed rout- 
ing of the explosive by passenger train 
Was that by shipping it in a dry state 
instead of the usual wet condition the 
shipper had been enabled to under- 
sell competitors.

be Discontinued. 


Colifernia is Lest Siete 
Union to do It. 


Saves Our Shippers Third of 
Million a Fear. 


The knell of one of . California's 
best-known institutions was sounded 
yesterday, when the railroads issued 
an order wiping out 
charges on all cars moving in intra- 
state traffic, cr between points in the 
State. The saving to Los Angeles 
merchants will amount to $109,000 a 
year, according to Traffic Manager 
Gregson of the Associated Jobbers. 

Coming into existence almost with 
the birth of the railroads, the switch- 
ing charge was relegated into the 
discard years ago in practicallv every 
State of the Union excepting Califor- 
nia. By a decision cf the United States 
Supreme Court in June, 1914, the 
charge on cars moving in interstate 
trale was wiped out. The saving to 
Los Angeles merchants under this de- 
cision is estimated at $250,000 vearly.

AR EFFACES 
IMMIGRATION. 


Few Hundreds to Los Angeles 
from Europe in Place of 
Many Thousands. 


Under the blighting influence 
of war, immigration ‘to this 
country from Europe dwindled 
from 20,309 persons in January, 
1914, to 5506 the corresponding 7 
month of this year, a decrease 
of 78 per cent., according to « 
report received yesterday by 
General Passenger Agent Peck 
of the Salt Lake from the Trans- 
continental Passenger Associa- 
tion. Only 775 of those wha ar- 
rived in January of this year 
were ticketed to the Pacific 
Coast, showing that there is more 
concentration than ever before 
in the industrial centers of the 
East. 

The report shows a continual 
decrease in immigration from 
the time the war broke out to 
date. In July, 1914, the total 
arrivals were 388,693 persons. 
This total dropped to 8804 in 
December, and is still going 
down, as is shown by the report 
for January. .

WEARS IT MAY LOSE JUNIOR 
MEMBERS BECAUSE OF 
ORDINANCE. 


Opposition of a formidable charac- 
ter has developed in the Los Angeles 
Athletic Club to certain drastic fea- 
tures of the measure now before the 
City Council which proposes a stricter 
regulation of local clubs.

RUSSIAN MILITARY BANDS. 


One Connected With Every Regi- 
ment and the Soldiers Have More 
Martial Music Than Any Others Do. 
[Washington Star:! One of the 
features of the Russian army which 
from time to time_has been brought 
to the attention of the world outside 
of Ruasia chiefly by publications con- 


cerning themselves with matters ap- 
pertaining to music, is the unusual 


size and number of bands in the mili- 
tary forces of the Czar. The Russian 
soldier has more martial music than 
any other soldier in the world. 
There is no regiment in the Russian 
service without its own band, and at 
posts where no regiment but only a 


battalion is quartered, that battalion 
has its band. And these Russian 
military bands are big and impressive 
musical organizations. Within each 
is a brass band and an orchestra of 
string and wood instruments with, of 
course, the necessary touch of brass 
and sheepskin. The result is that, 
while these military bands play pri- 
marily military music, they also adapt 
themselves to the performance of 
such music as the American hears at 
a symphony concert. 

The regimental band in the United 
States Army consists of thirty-six 
pieces, and bands on flagships of the 
navy are smaller. The average Rus- 
sian army band, or orchestra, has 
from forty to fifty musicians, and the 
orchestras of certain guard regiments 
contain sixty. There are more than 
one thousand Russian regiments, and 
there are in the army about 50,000 
bandsmen. Then in the naval and 
military schools and in the navy there 
are bands, and if to these are added 
the twenty to forty musical pupils of 
a regimental. orchestral school and 
the musical companies of battleships 
and various cadet schools, the num- 
ber of military musicians in the armed 
service of Russia mounts to the sur- 
prising total of approximately one 
hundred thousand men, a number 
greater than the whole enlisted and 
commissioned personnel in the Amer- 
ican army. 

Russia takes a commendable pride 
in its military bands, and the music- 
fans are all competent. The bands- 
men are trained in the regimental 
band schools or in one of the numer- 
ous musical conservatories maintained 
by the government, and each musical 
company has a conductor and his 
assistant, both being graduates of 
one of the national conservatories of 
music. 

The Russian designation of these 
military and naval bands is musy- 
kalnaya kammanda, and they con- 
stitute an important factor in the life 
of the civil population, the govern- 
ment using them for the entertain- 
ment of the public, as well as for the 
musical education of the masses, very 
much as the United States uses its 
military bands at Washington, that 
is, in providing free concerts for the 
people. Open-air concerts are com- 
mon in the parks of the larger towns 
and smalier cities throughout Russia 
during the summer, and in winter 
free recitals are given in the barracks 
and public halls. ©On Sundays, fete 
days and national holidays band con- 
certs and orchestral performances 
are usual in the well settled regions 
of vast Russia. 

The Russian military band is con- 
siderably more than an army insti- 
tution. The cost of maintaining 80 
many bands is considerable even for 
so rich a country as Russia, but the 
government considers them as a prof- 
itable investment. The Russian sol- 
dier has come to require music anda 
he demands it. and these bands en- 
tertain the masses and the classes. 
These bands cater to the highest 
musical taste, and the average Rus- 
sian in the cities knows when music 
is good, and he will have no other. 
The bands play the new and popular 
music by composers like Ivanoff, but 
on all the hand programmes you will 
see such names as Liszt, Schumann, 
Chopin, Tschaikowsky, 
Strauss and Debussy. 

The army band spreads its musical 
influence over Russia in another way. 
After passing through the regi- 
mental band school the bandsman 
serves three years. Then he passes 
out of the army, usually returning 
to his native village. The custom is 
for him to carry back into civil life 
with him the instrument he played 
in the government band. His music- 
al training and accomplishment make 
of bim in his home towna more 
prominent, and important man than 
he otherwise would be. He 
often takes up the teaching of 
music, and almost invariably keeps 
up the practice of his art. Very 


likely he organizes a village band or 


orchestra, and into this come am- 
ateur musicians and other military 
bandsmen whose army service has ex- 
pired. About fifteen thousand Rus- 
sian army musicians annually leave 
the army and return home to their 
families.

GOVERNMENT BY COMMISSION. 


BY WALDO d. MORSE,

HE new Trade Commission appointed 
by President Wilson in accordance 
with recent legislation enacted by 
Congress is about to organize for the pur- 
pose of doing unto many what the Inter 
state Commerce Commission and the United 
States Corporation Commission have done 
unto few—and not necessarily as they would 
be done by. Of this new commission the 
President has sald that it is charged with 
duties rivaling those of the Supreme Court 
of the United States, and considerable spec- 
ulation has arisen as to whether or not the 
personnel of the new body is to be com- 
parable in the world of business with that 
0 Ww 

Yet it is not with the personality of this 
commission that we need to deal at the mo- 
ment, but with the tendency to delegate to 
commissions generally such broad powers 


more closely akin to the bureaucratic gov- 
ernment of Russia than to those laid down 
in the Constitution of the United States 
for the establishment of a true democracy. 
For President Wilson, going further in his de- 
scription of the powers of this commission, 
might have said that it not only rivals the 
Supreme Court in that it may adjudicate, 
but also partakes of the power of Congress 
in the making of the laws under which it is 


it encroaches upon the prerogatives of the 
President himself in that it is also to exe- 
cute those laws and adjudications. Thus 
in itself it comprehends the three branches 
of government provided for by the Constitu- 
tion—the legislative, the judicial and the 


Not only have we the several commis- 
sions 3 created as such by Con- 
gress and National Reserve Board, 
which in reat is a financial Congressional 
commission; but in addition both the gov- 
ernment postal monopoly and the Treasury 
Department have maintained, and do main- 
tain, bodies exercising similar triplicate 
functions, while in the administration of 
the several States may be found an ever- 
growing number of triumvirates, oligar- 
chies or other boards.generally known as 
commissions. It is surely something more 
than a coincidence that, as the new Trade 
Commission is brought into existence, we 
hear the crash of a ruined Public Service 
Commission-in the State of New York. A 
new Trade Commission promises “Even- 
handed justice, vigilant protection of the 
public interest from encroachment of dis-

contrives to provide places for the faithful. 
It is not a new principle in government 


men-——whether a Roman triumvirate, a Com- 
mittee of Public Safety in the days of the 
French revolution, or of ¢rises in frontier 
camps, or to a Federal commission of the 
United States government of today. Yet it 
may be said that in these earlier instances 
the exigencies of the moment more 
acute than seems to be the case at the 
present time. In what has almost come to 
be the Federal practice, copied by the 
States—when Congress 
time nor the patience thoroughly to meet 
a situation there is then one way out—to 
delegate its legislative authority to a com 
mission and to accord also what it does not 
possess, namely, the executive and judicial 
functions. 

Tt seems to be the latest fad in materia 
politica. If the body politic has a pain Con- 
gress assigns a committee to diagnosis the 
case. When the committee has given it up 
a.commission is appointed. The commission 
is authorized, empowered and ordered to 
effect a cure, and thereupon it proceeds to 
examine, prescribe, compound and admin- 
ister remedies, excise parts and decently 
inter the same. 


Yet these commissions are not truly leg- 
islative, for they do not proceed by debate 
or deliberation in public and they are un- 
authorized constitutionally. They are not 
truly judicial, for they are bound by no 
forms of procedure or requirement that 


ten. Neither are they, of necessity, learned 
in anything. They are not truly executive, 
for they are not restricted to the enforce- 
ment of statutes which they neither make 
nor can alter, or the law as adjudicated by 
courts. Still they make the. rules, which 
are laws; render decisions, which are judg- 
ments; and enforce obedience, by way of 
execution. 

The broad and beneficent distribution of 
power and authority devised by our ances- 
tors “to the end that this may be a gov- 
ernment of laws and not of men” has a 
certain lack of adaptability when the nation 
and the States, as such, are minded to own, 
to operate, to control, or to regulate all 
important business factors and enterprises. 
It is much the same case as if popular gov- 
ernment abdicated in favor of a tyrant, dic- 
tator, elector or the like, whatever be the 
name, and we are often told that a benevo- 
lent despotism is the best form of govern- 
ment.

ly demonstrated in the present war 
that the leading nations would devote 
much time and money to this branch 
of naval service.

Suzuki said that the Japanese naval! 
authorities were already giving much 


Heretofore it has been impossible to 
build submarines in Japan, but some 
of the shipyards are now prepared to 
undertake contracts for such craft, 
and, in the opinion of Rear-Admiral 
Suzuki, the Japanese vards would be 
able to meet the needs of the navy 
in this direction. 

Speaking of the general prepared- 
ness of a navy, Rear-Admiral Suzuki 
said no one could foresee with any- 
thing like precision a rupture of diplo- 
matic relations between countries. 


There could be no temporizing. The 


navy must always be ready for in- 
stant action. That was why the Diet 
was asked last year to vote for the 
construction of torpedo boats and sub- 
marines. He referred to a statement 
of a Japanese naval engineer who 
claimed that the Japanese expedition 
in the South Pacific had shown that 
most Japanese warships were ill-suit- 
ed for long service in the tropics. 
The statement undoubtedly deserved 
the serious consideration of naval ex- 
perts, the Vice-Minister thought, but 
an irreparable blunder would result 
if in paving excessive attention to the 
requirements of the tropics, the rigors

St. Pierre Sends Nearly Every 
Man to the War. 


Only Cripples, Women and 
Children are Left. 


Natives do not Know What 
They are Fighting For,

ST. PIERRE (Islands of St. Pierre 
and Miquelon) March 3.—A colony 
without bread-winners. Such is this 
tiny insular possession of France, the 
last remaining vestige of her once 
great empire in North America. The 
“catch” upon which the whole indus- 
try of the islands its dependent, is 
known to be promising, but the fishing 
vessels swing idly at their moorings, 
the dories are nested on the beach, 
and the trawis are coiled in tubs on 
shore. Every able-bodied man who 
could meet the requirements for mili- 
tary duty—there were 564 in all—has 
crossed the seas to fight for the moth- 
erland. 

Nearly 3000 miles of ocean sepa- 
rates St. Pierre from the battle fields 
and the St. Perrais, while intensely 


|} loyal, know little of the cause of the 


war and its progress. Since the begin- 
ning of hostilities a strict censorship 
of the cable has permitted only vague 
tidings from the outside world to 
reach the fisher-folk. Occasionally «4 
mysterious message from Paris was 
received by the Civil Administrator, 
M. Chaubaud, and one day the latter 
posted a notice announcing that the 
time had come for St. Pierre and 
Miquelon to play its part in the world 
tragedy. All able-bodied men of fight- 
ing years were ordered to be at the 
pier at 8:30 o'clock on the morning 
of February 3. Two hours after the 
time set the steamer Chicago drg@pped 
anchor in the harbor, and wh she

The French government is paying 
25 cents a day to the wife of every 
fisherman-soldier with an additional 
allowance of 10 cents for each child. 
The winters are long and hard and 
fuel is a prime, necessity. The soll of 
the islands is barren, and all food- 
stuffs must be imported. Many are 
suffering for the cause of the allies. 
Instead of the great sailing fleet that 
usually comes from France for the 
spring fishing it its expected that 
steam trawlers will be sent. These can 
be operated by a comparatively few 
men, thus releasing thousands of fish- 
ermen for service on the warships. 
In this way the French government 
hopes to meet the requirements of 
their market for cadfish. 

The St. Pierrais, generally loyal, do 
not appreciate fully their relation to 
the mother country.

and simultaneously invent a dread- 
nought. As scientific men, while half 
of us work for the establishment of 
heaven upon earth, the other half 
strengthens the possibilities of an in- 
creasingly ghastly hell. We approach 
millennium and Armageddon 
atong parallel roads. 
This towering paradox will now be 
resolved. The destructive half of man- 


‘kind have beaten their brethren in 


the race. The war lords triumph over 
the apostles of peace.

On the route I 
travel almost dally I know the way 
very well by the sounds of the track. 
I can tell to a yard when we are run- 
ning on an embankment, when we 
slide into a cutting, when we run 
through a station and what station 
it is (this mainly by the sound of the 
adjacent bridge that we run under or 
over.) The sound of a deep rock cut- 
ting is quite distinctive, and different, 
although there are points of re- 
semblance, too, from the dull roar of 
a tunnel.

Since then the monthly 
alances in favor of the United States 
have been- enormous, namely: Sep- 
tember, $16,341,722; October, 857, 
305,074; November, $79,299,417; De- 
cember, $131,863,077; January, $145,- 
536,103. These counts were made up 
before February was finished, but the 
estimates indicated that the month 
would run as high as in January. At 
the end of January the balance of trade 
in favor of the United States was 
something like $430,040,869, and if 
February made as good a showing the 
balance of trade in our favor would 
have been more than $575,000,000. 
But this is not all. We are saving 
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‘Orange crop, with very low prices prevail-

where the water table ranges between 100 
and 200 feet below the surface. Then the 
report gives the source of this supply of 
water, and adds that the ground water of 
Paradise Valley is nearly all inclosed in 
impervious bed-rock except the south end. 
There it no evidence of artesian structure 
in the valley, a fact which would make 
pumping necessary. The ground water is of 
good quality for domestic use and every 
other purpose. On account of the great 
depth of the water the cost of pumping will 
be high, unlesa electric power can be ob 
tained at a low price. These government 
experts recommend that the farmers in the 
valley try the cultivation of crops requiring 
but little irrigation, and mention long-staple 
cotton as among those that might be tried 
with profit. The report is to be published 
soon for free distribution by the United 
States Geological Survey.

Good or- 
anges ought to be had in the East almost 
apywhere for but little more than half that 
price. They can be bought here by the box, 
the best from the trees, at $2.25 a box, from 
the highest-grade grocery stores in the city. 
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Boost the Olive, Too. 

HE managers of the Panama-California 

Exposition at San Diego have had an in- 
spiration which has resulted in the choos- 
ing of March 31 as the California Ripe-Olive 
Day. There is a California Olive Associa- 
tion in San Francisco, where the suggestion 
was born, and it has the co-operation of the 
Olive Protective League of California in 
Los Angeles. There will be special cere- 
monies on this occasion at the San Diego 
fair. There are five local olive packers who 
will each send twenty-five young women in 
uniform to take part in the pageant. Most 
of the ripe olives of the States are put up 
in Southern California anyway, and no bet- 
ter service could be rendered the State nor 
a greater favor done the American people 
generally than by boosting the use of these 
ripe olives. This food is comparatively new 
to the American people. The use of ripe 
olives as food has come down to us from 
long-past ages from around the Mediter- 
ranean Sea. All the Spanish-Americans 
put them up in this way and use them in 
this shape.

I rode 
through great fields where hundreds of 
cattle were feeding and saw many others 
where the crop had been cut and put up in 
huge stacks. 

The cattle of the Argentine are allowed 
to feed out of doors all the year round, 
and when the stock is taken off the native 
grasses and put on alfalfa to fatten it is 
turned into one of the great fenced inclos- 
ures and allowed to feed at an alfalfa stack 
just as our cattle are fed upon straw. In 
this way a large number of head can be 
cared for by a very few men, and the cost 
of stock farming is reduced to the mini- 
mum. As it is now, the best lands are 
fenced with wire, and the cattle feed in 
these great fields without need of barns or 
sheds. The winters are so mild that .there 
is plenty of grass all the year round 


Alfalfa as Feed. 


The value of alfalfa in the making of 
beef has grown upon the Argentinos, and 
the alfalfa area is increasing enormously. 
As soon as the land is in alfalfa it jumps 
in value. Steert raised on that grass can 
be marketed a year younger than if grown 
on the native grasses,,and the use of al- 
falfa doubles the carrying capacity of the 
estancia. In Southern Cordoba and Santa 
Fe 3000 cattle are now being fed all the 
year round to every square league of al- 
falfa. This means about one head to ev- 
ery two acres, and it is said that another 
thousand head could be added if all were 
breeding cattle. Finely-bred stock does not 
thrive on the native grasses, and there are 
many millions of acres in Argentina that 
will have to be put into alfalfa in order to 
have it yield its full value. Lands which 
have been carrying 3000 sheep to the 


league—that is, one sheep to two acres— 
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and financial paper or Argentina, a quota- 
tion from one of the chief meat authorities 
of Australia as to the causes of our fail- 
ing beef supply. This man is A. W. Pearae, 
the editor of the Australian Meat Trades 
Journal. He says: 

“The shortage of meat in the United 
States comes from the breaking up of the 
big ranches and the increase of grain farm- 
ing and dairying. It is also caused by the 
demand for veal. In one year the United 
States killed 8,000,000 calves, averaging 
seventy pounds each. If those calves had 
been kept a year longer they would have 
averaged 600 pounds and would have given 
them 4,800,000,000 pounds of beef, instead of 
560,000,000 pounds of veal. Another cause 
of the falling-off is the stock diseases, and 
a third is the enormous waste of meat in 
the States. At the hotels and restauran 
there the guest is served twice as much as 
is required, and the result of the whole is 
that the meat demand is becoming greater 
than the supply.”

Skunks as Friends. $ 
The disrepute of Mephitis mephitica is so 25 
firmly established that it is difficult to find 2 
anyone who has a good word to say about 3 
him, An account, however, in Outdoor 
World and Recreation, by Ernest H. Baynes, 
who scraped more than a casual acquaint- 
ance with a whole family of skunks, gives a 
somewhat different character to what he 
declares is a much maligned animal. 


By offering an occasional feast of meat, 
he made friends with a pair of skunks that 
lived in a burrow near a stone wall. One 
morning in early May he walked round to 
call, and just inside the entrance found a 


* 


squirming mass of black and white young 
skunks, all tugging away at their mother, © 
who lay on her side that they might have 
a better opportunity. 

“Her head was away from me,” says Mr. 
Baynes, “and hidden in the darkness of the 


burrow, but her tail was turned toward me, 
and as I approached she raised it slowly 
over her back. This movement had great 
significance for me, since I was well within 
range. For obvious reasons, I was anxious 
to avoid any misunderstanding at this mo- 
ment, so I sat down and waited very quietly. 
Then I talked to her, knowing that she 
would recognize the sound of my voice, 

Hello, old lady!’ I said in a low tone. 
‘Steady, now! steady!’ And at the same 
time I stroked her fur ever so gently with 
my fingers. Very slowly the expressive 
tail was lowered, and as I continued to 
stroke her fur more and more briskly, she 
stretched herself in comfort, and even 
leaned toward me a little as a cat might 
have done. I worked my hand gently for- 
ward until I felt one of the plump little ba- 
bies. Without a suggestion

feet, and once clear of the mouth of the 
burrow, dashed off home like an Indian to 
photograph and make notes on my prize. 
Within an hour I had put him back into 
den again.

“Often they picked up wild cherries un- 
der the trees and gathered blackberries and 
raspberries by pulling down the branches 
with their paws. They were extremely 
good-natured little fellows, and never at- 
tempted to bite me, although they were 
somewhat obstinate at times, running off _. 
with all their might when I wanted to take 
them home, or stamping at me petulantly, 
like spoiled children, when I went to pick 
them up. 

“I kept these skunks for two years, and 
they seemed happy in their semi-captivity; 
but I knew that they would be happier if 
they had entire freedom, so I liberated 
them in a wilderness paradise, where for 
all I know they are still leading happy—

persons this year in Great Britain as will 
die abroad for their country, and were it 
not for the forces that are fighting it, the 
number would be greater still. Those forces 
are the army of sanitation, whose general 
staff and leaders represent all lands and all 
languages, and acknowledge allegiance to no 
authority except that of humanity and aci- 
entific truth. That army will save more 
men from death by enteric fever this year 
than the other armies will destroy with bul- 
let, shrapnel, bayonet, and sword.

roosts. Both involve some labor and ex- 
pense, and when properly applied keep the 
vermin below the danger But now 
come the authorities in the Federal Depart- 
ment of Agriculture recommending the use 
of mercurial ointment on mature fowl as 
the most effective and economical method. 
One part of ointment is mixed qith two 
parts of lard and a portion about the size of 
a pea is rubbed on the skin of the hen’s 
body below the vent. A space not larger 
than the size of a quarter of a dollar should 
be greased, as when a larger surface is 
treated the mercury will be absorbed aad 
the hen’s egg production decreased. 

The advantage of using ointment lies in 
the fact that it is necessary to apply it only 
once in six weeks. The lice are attracted 
by the moisture and appear to gather to the 
spot treated with the ointment. This 
method is preferable to dusting hens with 
powder or dipping them in a germicidal so- 
lution. It is simpler, cheaper and more 
effective. The mercurial ointment must not 
be applied to baby chicks or hens setting on 
eggs for hatching. | 

We have never tried this ointment method 
as above described; if any of our readers 
know about it, we should be pleased to have 
them report results. 

Condition and Environment. 


We read much of feeds and feeding, hous- 
ing and yarding, of sanitation and cleanli- 
ness; but we do not hear so much concern- 
ing the simple life of the laying hen. For 
contentment is a condition to egg production 
of no mean importance. Your nervous, 
“skeery” specimen is never the laying hen; 
the nervous condition of fowl has a direct 
economic bearing on prolificness. And con- 
tentment is a much larger subject than the 
average person is willing to admit. One 
should always go into the presence of hens 
slowly, and by some familiar sound an- 
nounce his or her approach. Not only this, 


but in garb and appearance there should be 


a similarity that will not distract the birds; 
strangers should likewise not be admitted 
promiscuously, though the desire to “show 
the birds” is a matter of personal gratifica- 
tion. Hens know their intimates; the pres- 
ence of strangers is apt to distract them.

mind, viz.: She must be kept in good con- 
dition and made to forget her natural pre- 
deliction for incubating. One method is to 
confine the broody ones to a pen in which 
the nests have been removed, with a vigor- 
ous male, which often brings about normal 
conditions in five or six days. Another 
method is to place her in a small coop with 
a slatted bottom, which affords no opportu- 
nity to sit. Some breeders recommend that 
the crate be placed with the other hens and 


the guilty one fed sparingly, but given plenty 


of pure water. Feed after the others have 
been given their rations. This somewhat 
distracts her, and ordinarily all broodiness 
will be knocked out of her in a few days.

From Far and Near. 


In the light of egg-laying contests and 
great egg yields from individual hens, it is 
intéresting to recollect that according to 
the census of 1890 the average production of 
eggs per hen by the hens of the United 
States per annum was sixty-five. Ae 

The highest individual laying hen for Feb- 
ruary at the Panama-Pacific egg-laying con- 
test was No. 4447, from pen No. 35, S. C. 
White Leghorns from New York, with twen- 
ty-eight eggs to her credit. The highest in- 
dividual White Wyandotte for the month is 
No. 5592 from pen No. 32, with twenty-four 
eges to her credit during the month and 
forty-four eggs to her credit during the con- 
test. 

The White Favoralls seem to be growing 
in popular favor throughout the country. 
much as the White Orpingtons and White 
Wyandottes lead the other varieties in their 
respective breeds. 

During the past ten years the farmers of 
Denmark, under governmental advice, have 
been trap nesting their hens, with the result 
that the average crop of hen friit per bird 
has st been doubled during that — 
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plenty of exercise for every bit of food they 
pick up. And they get the right kind of 


food: snips of grass and growing things, 


bugs and flies and other insects, bits of 
sand and gravel, and bits of grains. About 
the only thing that can be done for them is 
to see that the turkey mother is dusted with 
insect powder every ten days or two weeks, 
to keep her free from lice, and that good 
shelter is available during stormy weather. 

But when baby turks are raised in 
brooders, or with hen foster-mothers, every 
precaution is necessary to see that they get 
enough exercise, and get the right kind of 
food, and do not get chilled. 

To keep the brood free from vermin re 
quires only careful dusting with pyrethrum 
powder. If the poults are shut up wich 
the hen, it is only necessary to dust her 
frequently—-once or twice a week is ample. 
If the poults are alone in a brooder, each 
one must be dusted every week or so, and 
adab of grease on the head to keep off 
head lice will do no harm. 

‘Since abundant green food and exercise 
are absolutely essential to baby turks’ well- 
being, it is best whenever possible to have 
them run on clover or alfalfa. If they have 
a clean bit of alfalfa or lawn over which to 
travel each day, even though it em- 
braces only a few square feet, they will 
usually keep themselves healthy. 

To keep poults from getting chilled, it is 
necessary to keep them shut in until the 
sun is well up: if they run out over wet 
grass in the early morning they will get 
cold and dumpy, their livers will become 
torpid, and they will sicken and die. Also, 
at night they should be shut in as soon as 
the chill of evening arrives. And on cold, 
inclement days they should be shut in as 
soon as they begin to stand around and 
shiver and cheep. 

The hen mothers may he placed on the 
lawn in A-coops, with slats across the en- 
trance, so that the baby turks may run in 
and out like chickens. 

A better plan still, however, is to use 
wooden 3x6 brooder coops with wire cov- 
ers.

There is no better guide to the health of 
a small poult than the crop. Learn to feel 
for the crop with your fingers, whenever 
you pick a poult up; the crop should fill 
gradually during the day, and be chuck-full 
at night. An overfed poult will almost 
never have a full crop at night. Except in 
not-frequent cases where poults are crop- 
bound, a full crop in the late afternoon is 
the surest indication that all is going well. 

If the poults are not getting enough exer- 
cise, and become inactive so they cannot 
digest their food, a liver pill, given in time, 
will frequently start them back on the road 
to health. Carter’s Little Liver Pills were 
evidently invented expressly for turkeys. 
Wear a bottle of them in your pocket, and 
feed one to any poult that is dumpy or 
droopy. 

A good cheap food for young turkeys is 
stale baker’s bread, which can be bought 
usually for about 25 cents a sack. This 
may be soaked in milk or water or crum- 
bled up dry. It is always necessary, how- 
ever, to be absolutely certain that there is 
no mold whatever in the bread. Moldy 
bread will carry off the entire brood of

4 B ITES AND STINGS.—The mouth is the 
only portion of the body where the 
| stings of insects, such as bees and 

wasps, are likely to be dangerous to life. 

Such stings are usually the result of biting 

into fruit in which the insect is hidden. It 

is not the poison of the sting that makes it 
dangerous, however, but the resulting swell- 
ing, which may cause suffocation, particu- 
larly if the injury be well back in the throat. 

Bee stings differ from those of most other 
insects in that the bee leaves its weapon, 
and can sting only once, whereas most other 

. insects retain their weapons, and can re- 

beat the stinging operation ad libitum. The 

5 first thing to do in the case of bee sting, 


' injured part will be lessened by bathing it 
with ammonia, salt water, or a solution. of 
baking powder, ammonia -usually giving 
greatest relief. Spirits of camphor, men- 

- ‘thol, and camphorated oil are also soothing. 

And the time-honored method of rubbing on 

Salt and a raw onion cut in half should not 
be despised. The swelling may be con- 
trolled in a measure by compresses of cold 

„salt water, or ammonia water. 

In case of a sting in the mouth, medical 
aid should be summoned at once, as it may 
be necessary to resort to an operation to 
prevent suffocation when other means fail. 
Meanwhile, it is a good plan to hold salt 
and water in the mouth, or suck a piece of 
raw onion. 

The bites of spiders, scorpions and centi- 
pedes, although very painful, are rarely dan- 
gerous to persons in health, and should be 
given the same treatment as other insect 


Dog bites, even when apparently trivial in 
character, should be considered as serious 
on account of the possibility of rabies infec- 
tion. When the wound is made through 
clothing there is much less danger, even if 
the dog is rabid, as the infectious material 

on the teeth is likely to be scraped off as 
the teeth pass through the cloth. But in 
any event the wound should be washed with 


acid or tincture of iodine should be applied 
to every part of the injured flesh. It is a 
good plan, also, to place a tight bandage just 
above the wound, during the dressing, so as 
to prevent the infection being carried 
throughout the body by the bloodstream and 
lymphatics. | 
All these measures, however, are simply 
tentative precautions. There is only one 
way to insure absolute protection against 
hydrophobia, and that is by the administra- 
tion of anti-rabies treatment. The treat- 
ment is now available in every city, and its 
preventive action is practically certain. 
Moreover, the matter of a few hours’ delay 
in having it administered is of little conse- 
quence. But one must not wait until symp- 
toms of hydrophobia have appeared, or to 
“see if the dog was really mad.” For there 
is little chance of recovery once the symp- 
toms have developed. 
The old idea that a very long period of 
time may intervene between the bite and 
the development of hydrophobic symptoms 
still persists, and should be dispelled. 
Cases of the disease developing at the end 
. of three months have been recorded, but 


that is the very limit of danger, hearsay evi- 
dence, and grandmother stories 
trary notwithstanding. Furthermore, dog 
bites will not cause hydrophobia unless the 
dog has the disease; so if the dog is kept 
under observation and does not die shortly 
of rabies, there is no need to worry over its 
bite. Killing a biting dog before it does 
any biting is a good first-aid measure; but 
after it has actually bitten someone its life 
should be spared for a sufficient length of 
time to permit careful observation. Or, if 
killed, its head should be sent to the near-

Cancer always begins as a single spot, 
and in that spot there is always something 
that is not cancer. It is not an “infectious” 
nor a “blood” disease, neither is it transmit- 
ted from parents to children. The disease 


There is always an interval between the 
first warnings and the development of can- 
cer. There is always an interval between 
the development of cancer and its spread 
from the initial beginning. In a few in- 
stances the interval may be a few weeks, in 
athers months, in many, years. No one can 
determine this interval, so that delay in rec- 
ognition and appropriate treatment is gam- 


Cancer never begins in a healthy spot. 
In external cancer, the warning fs always 
something to be seen by the eye or felt by 
the finger. The first signs are warts, moles, 
little areas of the skin in which there is an 
unhealed wound or sore, or a little lump be- 
neath the skin or deeper. In these cases 
pain is rarely present. Many people have 
all these conditions and never develop can- 
cer; but there is always a possibility. 


The mole or the wart or the apparently 
harmless lump becomes dangerous from irri- 
tation or slight injury that may develop can- 
cer, or if cancer it already present, induce 
a more rapid growth. In caneer of the lip 
or tongue, for example, there is always 
some abnormal defect, such as the burn 
from the mouthpiece of a pipe or the injury 
to the mucous membrane from ragged teeth. 
Continued irritation of this injury is an 
open invitation to the appearance of cancer, 
while proper treatment, promptly applied, 


In women over 25, a lump in either breast 
should be considered a definite warning of 
danger. If this lump is subjected to treat- 
ment at once, the chances are 50 per cent. 
that it is not cancer. If the operation de- 
termines that the lump is cancerous, the 
chances are one to four that it is the least 
malignant form of cancer, in which the 
probabilities of cure are 100 per cent. 
chances of the lump becoming malignant in- 
creases with each day's delay in operation.

An Elephant for Office Boy. 
{Christian Herald:] A few years ago, 
when Lord Dufferin became viceroy of 
India, among his gifts was a young elephant 
whose tusks had been sharpened and who 
had been taught to open the daily mail of 
his master.

THE FAMILY LARDER. 
Locate in Cool Place 


[New York Sun:] It is always essen- 
tial that the larder be placed in the coolest 
part of the house, preferably with a north 
aspect. One often finds that this impor- 
tant point has been overlooked, and things 
are so arranged that the sun comes stream- 
ing in through the larder window. In this 
case, a blind should be fixed to the window, 
but in a general way it is better to have the 
opening covered with gauze or perforated 
zinc. Either covering will prevent the ad- 
mission of insects, while it allows a con- 


tin stant supply of pure air to keep the larder 


sweet. Needless to say, a larder must 
be kept spotlessly clean. The floor and 
shelves should be scrubbed at least once a 
week and the floor wiped frequently with a 
damp cloth, especially in the summer time. 


Never Sweep the Pantry. 


A larder should never be swept, as the 
dust will settle on the food. All the differ- 
ent things placed in a larder should have 
their places assigned to them and be kept in 
those places. There should be a good sup 
ply of dish covers and a muslin meat pro- 
tector with which to cover the hanging 
joint. 

Stores should be unpacked as soon as 
they are delivered, and all string, paper and 
such put away in the proper place. 


CARE OF HATS. 
To Clean One of Light Felt. 


{Indianapolis News:] First take a strip 
of crinoline, about nine inches long and six 
inches wide, slash one side and roll it up 
tightly, making a stiff brush. Place the hat 
to be cleaned on a piece of heavy paper or 
on a box lid. Mix with four or five table 
spoonfuls of cornmeal a pinch of Prussian 
blue dry pastel coloring. Try to color the 
corn meal as nearly like the shade of the 
hat as is possible. Place this mixture on 
the hat and grind in with the crinoline 
brush. When perfectly clean shake off the 
powder. If any difficult spots remain re- 


move by gently rubbing with a piece of 


sand paper. Then polish the hat with par- 
ain. Tack a piece of velvet over a block 
of wood and rub over a warm iron, then 
rub on the paraffin. This will give a pretty 
gloss to the hat. 


Cleansing Satin and Velvet Hat. 


In answer to the query as to how to clean 
a black hat with white satin crown, the 
Ladies’ Home Journal advises: To clean 
the white satin crown and brim go over it 
with a clean white flannel or a sponge which 
has been dipped in benzine. After the ben- 
zine has evaporated and the spots have 
been removed rub French chalk over it and 
then wipe off gently with a clean white 
cloth. As benzine is highly inflammable, be
